The existence of jet aircraft equipped with two power 
plants was known before. ‘This type is a duplicate of 
the German wi-262 and was given the Czech type desig- 
nation "AVIA C262". contrary to the report, another 

stated that seven such planes were avail~ 
able in Ozechoslovakia in Januury 1949. The con~ 
atruetion of eight other jet-aircraft was scheduled. 
The phines were built in the CAKOVICe f AVIA" Plant. 
Six of the produced aircraft were equipped with power 
plants of type "Jumo-004", one of them had a "Bliw-OQ03" 
envine. Hive of the planes were single~seaters, two 
were two-place airplanes.
